Francis Awaratife has captured the bearts and imagination of Australian sporting 
fans after bursting onto the soccer scene five years ago. Once rejected by glamour 
club South Melbourne, be now heads their top-gun strike force. CON STAVROS 
recently spent a day in the life of Francis, charting the rise and rise of the league’s 
hottest star and finding out why he kisses his shirt before every match... 


rancis Edgar Awaratife 
lives in the express lane. 
The striker, sometimes sex 
symbol and Coca-Cola 
Socceroo prospect it 
seems has a distinct need 
for speed. Parked out in front of his 
house in the increasingly trendy 
Melbourne suburb of Yarraville, is a 
shiny red Mazda sports car. When he’s 
not burning the highways, Awaratife is 
burning defenders with a pace and 
style that saw him top the league goal 
scoring chart last season. 
One of the most recognisable faces in 
the sport, Awaratife is certainly one of 
the local game’s true individuals. For 
Francis, being yourself is all part of the 
ride to the top, in a sport he only took 
up seriously at seventeen. 
Growing up in working class London 
with five brothers and two sisters, 
Awaratife almost had enough siblings 
to form his own soccer team, but chose 
to vary his sporting interests until 
finding a niche in the English semi- 
professional soccer scene. 


“For the first five months I 
played golf everyday.” 


Awaratife arrived in Australia in 1988 with 
stints at Sutton United and Wimbledon in 
his resume, but with a now renowned 
laid back confident approach as his 
passport. 

“T initially came to Australia for a working 
holiday,” admits Awaratife, “I thought I 
would stay for a year at the most. 

“For the first five months I played golf 
everyday and it wasn’t until Croatia 
(now Melbourne CSC) offered me a 
second contract that I really thought 
about staying longer. 

“Everything has really been about being 
in the right place at the right time.” 
Awaratife may as well put that quote on 
his tombstone once he makes the 
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journey to the great soccer pitch in the 
sky. For if ever a player has been 
opportunistic, it’s Francis. 

The lanky unknown recalls striding 
onto the hallowed Middle Park turf just 
a week after setting foot on Australian 
soil and asking then coach Brian 
Garvey for a chance to train with the 
squad. Garvey obliged, but within a 
few weeks had suggested Awaratife try 
his luck in the Victorian State leagues. 
“T thought I was good enough to play 
in the National League,” says 
Awaratife,” so I tried Melbourne Croatia 
who were coached by Ian Wallace at 
the time. 

“Yd only gone to South Melbourne first 
because I was living in Elwood at the 
time and Middle Park was close by. 


Croatia let me train with them and kept 
in touch during the off season. I played 
in a pre-season Croatian tournament 
and I ended up as leading scorer, after 
which they offered me a contract along 
with Ivan Kelic. They didn’t really have 
any strikers then because Paul Lewis 
was leaving, so I happened to come 
along at the right time.” 

History of course would show that four 
seasons later South Melbourne would 
pay Melbourne CSC $29,000 for 
Awaratife. 

“At that point it was time for a change 
after being with Melbourne CSC for so 
long. South had lost Kimon Taliadoros 
and I felt they had a good chance of 
winning the title. 

Again Awaratife was the right man at 
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the right time. When opportunity knocks, 
you can be sure its Francis who'll answer. 


“Sex symbols are Hollywood stars 
and I’m not a Hollywood star.” 


Comfortable in his tastefully furnished 
home, the 29 year old is one of the most 
obliging players in the game. Whatever 
fame has brought Francis, it certainly 
hasn’t gone to his dread-locked head. 
The Awaratife image is clearly sculpted 
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from the contemporary London scene of 
fashionable clothing and evolving style. 
“J don’t go out and deliberately create 
an image,” he says. “I’ve never been 
afraid to be different though. When I 
was in school all the kids liked soul 
music and even though I did too, I also 
loved Queen and Freddie Mercury. 
They all thought I was weird. 

“T’ve never been afraid to do something 
someone else might consider as strange. 
If you look the way I do, you are going 
to attract attention. I get embarrassed 
sometimes with the publicity, but over 
time you get used to it.” 

Much of the publicity Awaratife gets is 
from a growing army of women fans 
who are quick to label him as the sexiest 
man in soccer. But the sex symbol tag 
doesn’t sit comfortably with Awaratife. 
“Definitely not.” when asked if he 
thinks of himself as a sex symbol. 

“That just makes me laugh. Sex 
symbols are Hollywood stars and I’m 
not a Hollywood star. 

“ma man and I'd be lying if I said my 
ego wasn’t flattered by the attention. 
But I find it surprising.” 

Awaratife, who lives alone, has a house 
full of modern furniture and a 
wardrobe full of equally modern 
clothes. 
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“When I was 
furnishing the 
house J flirted with 
really, really old 
stuff or really 
modern stuff, but I 
decided I was a 
modern person.

Awaratife’s lounge features, aside from 
the modern essentials, a digital electric 
piano which he has had for two years. 
“J like to think I’m Axl Rose or Billy Joel 
once in a while,” he laughs before 
demonstrating some of his prowess 
with a few bars of “The Entertainer”. 
Despite some formal lessons, let me just 
say it’s lucky Francis can score goals. 
When he’s not tickling the keyboard, 


Awaratife is likely to be tapping the 
keyboard of a computer in his job as a 
computer support technician for BHP 
Petroleum. 

“I was the classic kid out of school who 
didn’t know what he wanted to do,” 
says Awaratife. “Computing was 
something that I fell into.” 

Whilst that philosophy by now 
shouldn't surprise anyone, Awaratife 
has started to think about his future and 
made some plans. 

“Both my soccer and work are 
important to me equally,” he admits. “I 
couldn’t do one without the other, but I 
have to be realistic and realise I cant 
play soccer forever.” 

Awaratife on the soccer front plans to 
play for at least another three years 
before even considering retirement. 

“{ don’t drink or smoke and I look after 
myself, so I’ve a few years left,” he says. 
On the personal front Awaratife will 
doubtless break many a heart with the 
news that he is involved in a “fairly 
serious’ relationship with his girlfriend 
of two years, Joanne. 

‘Jo’s been really good for my soccer 
actually,” he admits, “she’s no soccer 
expert, but she can look at the game 
objectively and pick out my mistakes. 
She’s been really good with my diet also.” 
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A glance at the Awaratife meal schedule 
doesn’t suggest much wrong with the 
food intake. A worshipper of Pasta, 
Awaratife’s favourite meal is Spaghetti 
Marinara, which he partakes of regularly 
at Toscani’s on Chapel Street, because as 
Francis admits, “I can’t cook it.” 
Awaratife’s typical day begins at 7.30 with 
a breakfast of cereal, fruit salad and 
orange juice. At work by 8.45, Awaratife 
generally takes a fish or pasta lunch in his. 
company’s subsidised cafeteria before 
finishing at 5pm and heading to training. 
Home again by 8.30, he will regularly 
dine on Pasta, occasionally red meat or 
often another bow] of cereal. 

‘Y’m not really into junk food, although 
I've become a bit of an addict at 
McDonalds since joining South 
Melbourne,” confessed Awaratife. “South 
Melbourne players, especially 
Paul Trimboli can’t go past a 
McDonalds it seems without 
going in.” With South 
Melbourne training four nights 
a week, Awaratife gets little 
time for social activity.” When I 
first came to Australia I went a

The rather unusual ritual 
began in Awaratife’s days at Melbourne 
CSC where before a particularly lucky 
day he decided to kiss the number 11 on 
his shirt “I’ve been doing that ever since,” 
he admits, before realising that’s just the 
kind of ammunition he doesn’t 
need to give to club pranksters 
like Angie Postecoglou.

Argentina will long recall the anguish of 
their stunning 4-1 defeat at the hands of 


Australia back in 1988 and if anything, 
psychological advantage in this sprint 
to USA ‘94, will lay on the much 
underwritten Australians. 
Should a near full compliment of 
Australia’s overseas based players be 
available for the two games, Australia, 
in world football terms, is a 30-40% 
stronger nation at senior level than it 
was five years ago. 
In the same period, the stocks of 
Argentina in the post Macedonia era 
have fallen to almost the same degree. 
Australia should in no way approach 
this next crucial confrontation with 
anything but the utmost confidence in 
their ability to match it with the mighty 
South Americans.

There has been something of a mini- 
revolution in South American soccer 
in the past 12 months or so.Argentina, 
Brazil and Uruguay, for long consid- 
ered the continent’s soccer kings, 
have been under intense pressure 
recently as they bid to qualify, in 
many people’s eyes automatically, for 
next year’s World Cup finals. 
But qualification has been far from

rubber-stamped as Colombia proved 
when they beat Argentina 2-1 in 
Barranquilla. 

That win by Colombia ended the 
former world champions’ amazing run 
of 33 internationals and more than 
three years without defeat. 

FIFA banned internationals from being 
played at Colombia’s three main cities, 
Bogota, Cali and Medellin, for discipli- 
nary reasons. 

Barranquilla, just down the road from 


the famed city of Cartagena, is a 
modern industrial city of just over one 
million people and is Colombia’s 
second biggest port. 

Colombia has adopted a hybrid style, 
combining the best of the Argentine 
possession game with Brazilian 
athleticism and flair. 

And the new Rene Higuita, 
goalkeeper Oscar Cordoba, adds to 
the excitement the Colombians 
generate. 
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But it is Bolivia that is perhaps the 
bigger surprise package. 

Bolivia has enjoyed some big wins 
in the Group B qualifying zone - a 
7-0 caning of Venezula highlights 
the giant strides the country has 
made - and players such as Milton 
Melgar, Marco Etcheverry and Erwin 
Sanchez showing the way. Bolivia’s 
joy has been Brazil’s bitter 
disappointment. In a country where 
soccer is virtually a religion there 
have been reports that a special 
police force has been used to 
protect national coach Carlos 
Alberto Parreira ... for home games. 
° Mexican goalkeeper Jorge Campos is 
a name to pencil in as one of the stars 
for the USA 94. Campos continually 
plays off his line during matches, quite 
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often some thirty metres from goal. 
And with good reason. 
He is unique in that he has played club 
and international football as both 
goalkeeper and striker. He quite often 
comes up for corner kicks and in the 
recent Copa America warm up match 
against Paraguay played the first half in 
goal and the second as striker - setting 
up two goals in Mexico’s 3-1 win.

Playing what the South American media 
dubbed football “feo’—ugly football, 
Argentina extended their unbeaten 
record to 31 matches to take out the 
Copa America - the South American 
championships, for a record fourteenth 
time in Ecuador in July. 
Thanks to the heroics of goalkeeper 
Sergio Goycochea, Argentina overcame 
Brazil in the quarter final and Colombia 
in the semi final on a penalty shootout. 
Argentina, as distinct from the other 
leading South American nations, has all 
its overseas based players available 
with the exception of suspended 
Claudio Canniggia who cannot return 
to international duty until May 6 next 
year. 
Colombia, unbeaten in the tournament, 
finished third and as in the Copa of ‘91 
played some of the best football in the 
tournament. 
Paraguay were unimpressive, providing 
neither results nor attractive football 
while Brazil and Uruguay, with a host 
of overseas based players missing, were 
disappointing. 
Mexico, already finalists for the USA ‘94 
were the surprise, reaching the finals 
only to go down to two splendid strikes 
from Argentina’s ace marksman Gabriel 
Batistuta, 2-1. 
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O. NOW it has come to this ... 180 
minutes of football (bearing extra 
time) stand between the Coca- 
Cola Socceroos and an appoint- 
ment to join some of the giants of 
world soccer at the World Cup 
finals in the USA next yearAustralia’s spine- 
tingling, nerve -destroying penalty shoot-out 
win over Canada at the Sydney Football 
Stadium on August 15 has put them within 
sight of the sport’s Holy Grail - and a date with 
history. 
By the time the final qualifying matches come 
around in November it will be 20 years to the 
month since Rale Rasic’s Socceroos beat 
South Korea to become the only Australian 
team to qualify for a World Cup finals. 
At the time of writing, the South American 
group which will determine our opponents in 
a couple of months time was locked in a bitter 
battle. Surprisingly, Colombia, the popular 
pick to play the Coca-Cola Socceroos, are 
leading the group following an upset win 
over Argentina at home. Argentina or 
Colombia? What a sobering thought for 
Coca-Cola Socceroo coach Eddie Thomson 
and his players! But, I’m sure Thomson and 
his men will have other things on their 
minds for the time being, at least. There 
must be a million things running through 
the coach’s mind now. Thomson must be 
wondering where to start. 
Obviously, first priority will be to organise 
videos of Argentina and Colombia so he 
can be clear in his mind as to what lays 
ahead. He is also planning to fly over to 
see them first hand and to arrange training 
facilities and accommodation. 
While Thomson is a great admirer of left- 
back Jason Van Blerk, it would not surprise if 
the Dutch-based defender finds himself on 
the outer. Van Blerk did not have a happy 
series against the Canadians. 
The option for Thomson, who has pulled all 
the right moves so far and has handled the 
pressure superbly, is to switch the talented 
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Tony Vidmar from the rightback to his 
preferred position on the left side and 
to slot in Marconi’s Ian Gray. 

Don’t discard the versatile Gray. 
Provided he can stay injury free, he 
could just be the answer for the 
troublesome rightback position. 

Tony Vidmar did a magnificent job in 
that role against the Canucks but I feel 
he is wasted there. 

And after Mark Schwarzer's magnificent 
performance in the penalty shoot-out 
against Canada there would, on the 
surface anyway, be little doubt about 
his position. He did a terrific job when 
called on in the first leg in Edmonton 
after Robert Zabica was sent off and 
was competent in the return match. 
However, and he'll probably agree, he 
should have done better with Lyndon 
Hooper’s equaliser in Sydney. It 
appeared a relatively harmless strike 
and Mark got both hands to the ball. 
Lhave the feeling Thomson will go with 
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Zabica for the South American matches 
but that should not be construed as 
criticism of Schwarzer who, without 
doubt, will develop into one of our 
greatest goalkeepers. 

As for the squad, it is difficult to see 
Thomson making too many changes. 
He will be loyal to the 21 players who 
have got the Coca-Cola Socceroos this 
far. 

However, by the time he has to name 
his squad, the new Coca-Cola Soccer 
League will be in full swing. No doubt 
we will see some fierce competition as 
some fringe players go all out in their 
bid to break into the squad. Look for 
some fireworks in the first four or five 
rounds. 

Those locally-based players already in 
the squad will be wary of getting 
injured because there'll be any number 
of rivals just itching to be given their 
shot at World Cup glory. 

And a word on that magnificent specta- 


cle against the Canadians at the Sydney 
Football Stadium - a game which will 
go down as one of the best internation- 
als I have seen in many years. 

Rarely, if ever, have I seen an 
Australian team play better. Itis a 
sentiment shared by many former 
‘Australian internationals. The likes of 
Zarko Odzakov, Steve O’Connor and 
John Kosmina were in raptures after the 
match. 

Thomson described the first 45 minutes 
in which the Coca-Cola Socceroos 
simply destroyed the Canadians as the 
best exhibition of football he has seen 
since he came to Australia in the 1970's. 
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Had it not been for some poor 
shooting, some bad luck and the 
incredible goalkeeping feats of 
Canadian Craig Forrest, Australia would 
have walked in at halftime leading five 
or six nil, not 1-0. 

As it was, the’Canadians, with typical 
courage, regrouped then hit back with 
an equaliser before Durakovic handed 
us a lifeline with a well executed 
header. Durakovic’s goal helped send 
the game into extra time then a penalty 
shoot-out and it is now history that 
Mark Schwarzer stepped on to centre 
stage to become a national hero 
overnight. 
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The match proved two things: 

(1) Thomson was justified, despite 
constant criticism, to call on the 
overseas-based Australians. Farina, 
Arnold, Slater, Vidmar, Zelic and the 
rest proved they are True-Blue. 

The overseas stars thumbed their noses 
at the critics who said they did not have 
the heart to play for Australia. How 
wrong can you be! 

These guys forgot about their lucrative 
careers in Europe and put their bodies 
- and their futures - on the line for their 
country. 

(2) Australia can afford to have both 
Ned Zelic AND Milan Ivanovic in the 
same side. 

As usual, Zelic never let Australia down 
and ran himself to the point of exhaus- 
tion in Sydney. He had run out of legs 
when Paul Wade replaced him. By the 
way, no-one should underestimate the 
contribution of Wade in those final, 
harrowing minutes. 

When the tank was running on empty 
he provided the soul, the energy and the 
inspiration when it was needed most. 
And what about Ivanovic - the true 
gentleman of Australian soccer? This 
man. stands supreme as a credit to the 
sport. Never did he complain when he 
wasn’t in the side. He simply shrugged 
his shoulders and said: “But how can 
you leave Ned out of the team? He 
deserves to be there ahead of me.” 
Thankfully, he was rewarded for his 
patriotism and professionalism and was 
the popular pick as man-of-the-match 
in Sydney.

The thriving Texas metropolis 
will host neither the final, nor 
the opening game, nor even 
either of the semi-finals. Yet it 
has been chosen as one of the 
most important venues: FIFA 
will have its headquarters here - 
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before moving 
to Los Angeles at semi- 

final time - and, with the 
International Broadcast Centre erected 
here, Dallas will also be the heart of the 
Cup’s international television coverage. 
The Cotton Bowl, a vast arena with a 
72,000 capacity, is nestled in historic Fair 
Park, east of downtown Dallas. The park 
has a network of other historic buildings 
and museums, one of which will be 
converted into FIFA headquarters,. The 
Cotton Bowl, so called because of the 
local cotton industry, needed minimal 
refurbishment’s: a new turf, new press 
areas and the pitch widened at the 
expenses of two rows of seats. 


ORLANDO - CITRUS BOWL 
(5 games) 

The theme park capital of the world, 
and global centre of Disney-style 
schmaltz, Orlando is a great place to 
take the kids if this is one of your World 
Cup stopovers. In between games 
filling the days is not hard: Magic 
Kingdom, Epcot, Seaworld, Universal 
Studios, you name it. The Citrus Bowl, 
home of the Orlando Lions American 
Football team, has a capacity of 70,000 
and sits in a pretty setting among this 
region’s vast network of ponds and 
lagoons. It too, had to have the pitch 
widened and new turf laid after the 
‘crown’ (the elevated central portion of 
the field) was reduced by some 30 
centimetres. Take the brolly. The 
World Cup falls into the wet season , 
when it rains here every day around mid 
afternoon. 
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NEW YORK - GIANTS STADIUM 


(7 games) 
The Big Apple will be oblivious to the 
games, given that you have to take a 20 
minute drive across the Hudson River 
from Manhattan to get to the ground in 
New Jersey, but then the Big Apple is 
oblivious to everything. The stadium is 
superb - the one that reminds one of 
the aristocratic European soccer 
venues, such as San Siro or Nou Camp. 
Except it has Astroturf which will be 
laid on top of the synthetic stuff and 
then removed. Its capacity is 77,000. 


WASHINGTON DC - RKF STADIUM

To be fair, not the most impressive of 
the nine stadiums. The RFK is a bit 
rundown, so much so that the owner of 
its tenant, the Washington Redskins, 
wants to build a new one. It does have 
a roof, unlike most of the others, and is 
easy to get to. Just drive along the Mall, 
go around the Capital building and

head straight. And on the way you'll 
spot most of the US capital’s myriad of 
monuments and historic sights. The 
RFK has a capacity of 56,000. 


BOSTON - FOXBORO STADIUM 
(6 games) 

Named after the distant township in 
which it is located, the Foxboro is a 
good hour’s drive south west of Boston 
but worth the trip. It doesn’t seem to 
stop fans of the New England Patriots, 
who play here, from doing it. Foxboro 
has a population of 18,000. The 
stadium holds 51,000 after losing 3,000 
seats in renovations. It is modern, 
comfortable and with amenities that 
befit one of America’s most vibrant and 
sophisticated cities. The ‘Cradle of 
Liberty’ is one of the most attractive of 
the nine chosen cities. Do include it in 
your tour if you can. 
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one of the most stunning sporting 
venues in the world. I will rate it next 
to the San Siro and the San Nicola in 
Bari as among the most memorable I 
have seen. It is totally roofed - an 
indoor venue - with a soft teflon 
covering which would collapse if it 
were not for massive volumes of air 
being constantly blown into the 
stadium, Sitting in it, you are literally 
inside a balloon. Then there is the 
matter of replacing the synthetic grass 
with the real stuff for the Cup. It has 
already been done for the US Cup. The 
formula: grow the stuff in 30cm deep, 
three-metre wide hexagonal pods and 
store it in the car park. When it’s time 
to use it, just wheel it in on forklifts 
and assemble it like a tiler assembles 
a tiled floor. It’s brilliant. The 
Silverdome has a capacity of 76,000. 


CHICAGO - SOLDIER FIELD 
(5 games) 

| This, too, is one of the better chosen 

| cities. Chicago is a great place to visit - 
stunning architecture, wonderful 
shopping and eating, the home of the 
Bears and handsomely set on the 
shores of Lake Michigan. The stadium, 
so named in the memory of the soldiers 
of World War One, is a majestic old 
structure, build in 1923 with an original 
capacity of 126,000. It has long since 
been reduced literally chopped back in 
length, to hold 65,000, which it does 
when the Chicago Bears are at home. 
Re-turfed with Kentucky Bluegrass for 
the Cup, it is beautifully set in an 
historic park near the lake. The 
opening game will be here. 


SAN FRANCISCO 
STANFORD STADIUM 


(6 games) 


Situated in Palo Alto, on the grounds of 
Stanford University, this vast though 
very old stadium got its guernseys by 
default. The World Cup people wanted 
the more modern Candlestick Park but 
failed because the World Cup dates 
clashed with those of the San Francisco 


DETROIT - PONTIAC SILVERDOME 
(4 games) 


‘The city that ‘motorised the world’ is 
no longer what it used to be but the 
stadium alone is worth the visit. This is 
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Giants baseball 
team which uses the 
venue. Stanford is around 50 
minutes drive from America’s prettiest 
city to a very pretty outpost: a leafy, 
romantic setting dotted with huge, 
rambling eucalyptus trees once 
imported from Australia. The stadium, 
is also the biggest of all nine venues 
with a capacity of 103,000. 

Renovations included widening the 
pitch by 15 metres each side and the 
construction of new, swank media 
facilities. During the Cup a shuttle bus 
system will operate between LA and the 
stadium. 


LOS ANGELES - ROSE BOWL 
(8 games) 


This will be the busiest stadium of all 
and venue for the final.

n March 1993, 18 young 
Australian players were heroes 
to Australian Soccer fans after 
their exploits in reaching the 
semi finals of the World Youth 
Cup, Six months later they now 
have to establish themselves in senior 
soccer. This means competing in an 
age block of 18 to 32 years, often 
against ex-youth internationals, 
Olympic players and full internationals’ 
never mind the “old pro” with over 250 
first class games under their belts. 
For four of the players this battle to 
establish themselves will take place 
abroad. Agostino in Switzerland, 
Carbone, Muscat and Moore in 
England. 
Agostino is probably the most 
established player after two years in the 
Swiss first division with the Young 
Bous of Berne. 
However the trio in England are 
eminently suited to British Football. 
They are physically strong, have “good 
engines” and an excellent attitude. We 
may not see them back for a few years. 
How will the boys who decided to stay 
in Australia and play in the Coca-Cola 
Soccer League fare? 
Two players, goalkeeper Vince Matassa 
and left back Mare Wingell have 
surprisingly decided to stay in Western 
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Australia, The reason being that 
Western Australia has entered into an 
Asian-based. competition and they feel 
that the combination of home, 
education and international football 
with WA is their best option. 

A few of the players already seem to 
have established CCSL first team spots. 
These being Peter Tsekenis at Sydney 
Olympic, and the two Antes, Milicic 
and Moric at Sydney United. Also it 
seems likely that Sean Cranney will 
overcome his knee injuries and re- 
establish himself at Brisbane. 

A few of the other players may have 
‘battles on their hands, in particular 
the Marconi trio of Darren locca, 
Aaron Holst and Fabio Macolino, for 
they have to push themselves into a 
Grand Final winning team, which is 
packed with experienced interna- 
tionals such as Ian Gray and Tom 
McCullough. 

Frank Arok however has shown his 
faith in youth by promoting Ufuk 
Talay, but there are only so many 
places available for that elusive 


blend of youth and experience. 

Two other players with similar battles 
on their hands are goalkeeper Frank 
Juric who has to fight for the keeping 
spot at Melbourne Knights with David 
Miller and Joe Rados; and Jimmy 
Tsekenes who is trying to oust Greg 
Brown and Jose Iriate at West Adelaide. 
They are certainly up against tough 
opposition. 

Perhaps the hardest job is for the three 
players who are at State League Clubs, 
Ante Juric at Canberra Metros, Nick 
Radeki at Springvale and Vasco Trpvski 
at Preston. 

These players have to decide, do they 
stay at their state league clubs who 
have helped develop them, or do they 
transfer to a CCSL club in the pursuit of 
top competition? 

They were all heroes in March 1993, 
this should never be forgotten and the 
Soccer fraternity must give them every 
opportunity to fulfil their obvious 
potential. I wonder if in March 1994 all 
the eighteen will be household names? 
Let's hope so!

t’s all been happening in the 
west in the past couple of 
months. Although a Perth- 
based club is still not prepared 
to stretch its hands across the 
Nullarbor and join forces with 
the Coca-Cola Soccer League there 
have been lots of developments to 
keep soccer in the news.

“We will be drawing on the best we 
have available,” Schaper said.

who, despite being only six years 
young, already has an awesome honors 
list. 

The club was formed from the amalga- 
mation of Perth Azzurri, East Fremantle 
Tricolore and Balcatta Etna. 

It was an impressive foundation on 
which to build as Azzurri (nine) and 
Tricolore (five) won half of WA’s 
championships between 1960 and 
1987. 

In the same period they also achieved a 
remarkable 15 D'Orsogna Cup 
victories. 

The principal architect of the new club 
was the late Guglielmo (Bill) Buralli, 
then with Tricolore. 

He told the respective presidents their 
clubs were in “stagnant” mode and 
recommended they form a strong, 
professional unit incorporating an 
effective junior development program. 
The intention was to join the CCSL. That 
campaign may have faded but the rest 
has been deeply etched into WA soccer 
forklore. 
“Proof of this hasa been this past year 
where we have had three Youth 
internationals and one Coca-Cola 
Socceroo,” a proud president Ennio 
Tavani said. 
The Perth Italia “Academy of Soccer” 
has produced a remarkable number of

Carbone aside, his Australian Youth 
international teammates Marc Wingell 
and goalkeeper Vince Matassa both 
learned their trade at the club.

talia also has an abundance of raw 
talent just setting out on the road to 
fame and fortune. 

Yale Wingell, Marc's younger brother, is 
having a sensational debut season in the 
seniors as a winger while John Carbone - 
yes Tony’s brother - is knocking on the 
first team door after earning international 
honors with the Coca-Cola Joeys. 
Sebastian Naglieri also team up with 


John in the Coca-Cola Joeys. 


[here is also an impressive array of 
experienced senior talent led by coach 
Gary Marocchi and leading goalscorer 
Frank Bate. 

Marocchi, the former Adelaide City 
player and national team captain, won 
the 1992 Coach of the Year award and is 
a hot favorite to repeat - especially if 
talia makes it five successive league 
titles. 

But all good things must come to an 
end, sometime. That was the case back 
on June 19 when Italia, 27 league games 
undefeated, faced arch rival Floreat 
Athena. 

Athena had just appointed former 
Spearwood Dalmatinac coach Eric 
Williams after Mickey Brennan resigned 
and they were pumped up to impress. 
That's just what they did halting Italia’s 
dream run with a 4-2 victory.
